Forgotten Festival?

HY ARE THE Pentecost- 

alist churches thriving? 

Some people say it is be- 
cause they specialize in popular 
music and are not afraid to let 
their hair down. The worshippers 
feel at home because they can for- 
get to be respectable and just en- 
joy themselves. 

There are many ways of ex- 
plaining why the popular “sects” 
grow and thrive all over the world; 
but no explanation is good enough 
if it leaves out their stress on the 
Holy Spirit and the coming of the 
Spirit on the assembled disciples. 
Pentecostalists are dynamic, mis- 
sionary. A real Christian is identi- 
fiable partly by his joy, controlled 
excitement and missionary concern. 
Since Pentecost every Christian is 
called to be a “Pentecostalist.” 

What happened at Pentecost? 
Fifty days after the Easter appear- 
ance of Christ, an international 
group of followers of Jesus met in 
Jerusalem. They were in low spirits; 
they had been waiting around for 
something to turn up. It did. 

As they sat together and prayed, 
God came among them. Describing 


it atterwards they spoke of wind 
and fire and the power of speech. 
They were like Elijah, who had 
run away from his responsibilities 
into the desert. God had come to 
him like a gale that broke up the 
boulders, like a fire that burned 
out what was useless, like a “still 
small voice” that gave him power 
to speak to his contemporaries and 
yet remain calm within. 

All this happened again in the 
Jerusalem episode. God the Spirit, 
Who visits man and gives him un- 
canny strength through all the 
Old Testament story, came in Je- 
rusalem to the first followers of 
Jesus Christ. They had been either 
good, solid, church-going Jews or 
polite inquiring foreigners who 
wanted to know more about the 
Jewish religion and the Law of 
Moses. 

The whole group—those who 
took the God of Abraham as a 
naturally available and favorable 
aid to living, and the others, who 
thought of this God of the Jews 
as inviting them to become Jews 
themselves—suddenly met God di- 
rect. God came to them and gave 
them the possibility of understand- 
ing other men, speaking other lan- 
guages and becoming articulate 
prophets like Elijah. The whole 
crowd, mostly lay Christians, sud- 
denly recognized that the Spirit of 
God was alive in their local con- 
gregation and that things were go- 
ing to happen as they had never 
happened before. 

We are the same. Just think for 
a@ moment of our conventional, 
steady ways. We all troop into 
church on Sunday hoping for 


something to happen. God has pro- 
vided the minister and the build- 
ing. We treat them as permanently 
available public installations, to 
which we contribute and from 
which we receive stated services. 

The Spirit? Do we think of the 
Spirit as Him, as God, the judging, 
purifying Maker of our lives, who 
destroys evil, and therefore cannot 
tolerate us as we are—self-impor- 
tant, self-satisfied, self-absorbed? 
Or are we like many twentieth 
century Christians for whom the 
Spirit means trying to be good, 
sweet, true and reliable—“spread- 
ing the Spirit of Jesus?” 

The energy of God that came at 
Pentecost is quite different from 
the effort of “good Christians” to 
do their best every day. A church 
of “do gooders” is inclined to try 
to save itself by its own efforts. A 
church that takes Pentecost ser- 
iously knows that it must wait for 
God Himself to change it from a 
church of Pharisees into a church 
of witnesses. 

What is a witness? He is a man 
who says, “I saw this happen.” The 
early disciples said: “Christ was 
murdered by our hostility to God. 
We saw it happen. We are guilty. 
Christ was dead, but He is risen 
and has come to us, the guilty peo- 
ple, to say that we are forgiven 
and that we must give all we have 
and are to serve Him. Christ is 
alive. He is the Man God has ’‘des- 
ignated to gather the whole world 
and all nations back into the Fa- 
ther’s home. Christ has sent us 
the Spirit so that we shall never 
be tired any more when we serve

LET THE BIBLE SETTLE 
THE QUESTION 

“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name,” John 1:12 
Many of our opponents say, “They 
only had power to become the sons 
of God before the first Pentecost.” 
But verse thirteen shows that they 
“were born, not of blood, nor of the 
will of the flesh, nor of the will 
of man, but of God.” 

The new birth and regeneration 
are identical. Justification and re- 
generation are noncommittal 
terms. They happen at the same 
time and exist together. When God, 
for Christ’s sake, pardons a peni- 
tent sinner, that is justification, 
and at the same time he is born 
of God or regenerated. 

Many teachers stumble at 1 Co- 
rinthians 6:11, because Paul puts 
justification after sanctification. 
Says Mr. Wesley, “Some rare in- 
stances may be found wherein the 
terms ‘justified’ and ‘justifica- 
tion’ are used in so wide a sense 
as to include sanctification also; 
yet, in general use, they are suf- 
ficiently distinguished from each 
other both by St. Paul and the oth- 
er inspired writers.” 

Luke says, “Be it known unto 
you therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man is preached 
unto you the forgiveness of sins: 
And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from 
which ye could not be justified by 
the law of Moses,” Acts 13:38, 
39. 

“... To you is the word of this 
salvation sent,” Acts 13:26. THIS 
SALVATION means forgiveness, re- 
generation and sanctification. 

Says the Rev. Thomas Whitelaw, 
M.A., D.D., “The meaning attached 
by Paul to the term justification— 
1. Etymologically considered, the 
English word justification signifies 
to make just; but the Greek word, 
being strictly a forensic term, does 
not mean to make just, or infuse 
righteousness into anyone, but to 
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declare to be just or righteous, to 
absolve one from any charge or 
claim which the law might have 
against him.” 

Justification in its primary sense, 
is pardon. “Let the wicked forsake 
his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon,” 
Isaiah 55:7. Theologically speaking, 
justification is a declaration of 
pardon on God’s part. “So far as 
the divine law is concerned, the 
sinner is acquitted,” and he is 
pardoned fully and freely, and is 
released from the law’s penalty. 
Justification brings us into a state 
of friendship with God. Regenera- 
tion makes us a new creature in 
Christ. 


Says Rev. Ritchie, “It is of im- 
portance to bear in mind the dif- 
ferent senses in which the word 
“justification” is used, for the prin- 
ciple on which it depends in one 
of its senses is not that on which 
it depends in another.” “God is jus- 
tified when he is declared right- 
eous or shown to be just. The jus- 
tification of God is not the in- 
fusion of righteousness into Him, 
but the manifestation or acknowl- 
edgement of His righteousness” 
(J.C.J.). 

Dr. John Adams, B.D., says, “God 
comes first as a judge to pardon 
or absolve, and His second act is 
that of the Spirit imparting the 
regenerating seed of spiritual life. 
Justification is a change of rela- 
tions, not of nature.” 


The sinful woman was justified 
when Jesus “said unto her, Thy 
sins are forgiven,’ Luke 7:48. Then 
according to His mercy He saved 
her “by the washing of regenera- 
tion and renewing of the Holy 
Ghost,” Titus 3:5. The object of the 
apostle is to describe the Divine 
side of the work of salvation. Re- 
generation is a work of grace done 
in the soul of man. “And you hath 
he quickened, who were dead in 
trespasses and sins,” Ephesians 2:1. 
QUICKENED means “brought to 
life.” 

“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, and 
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renewing of the Holy Ghost; Which 
he shed on us abundantly through 
Jesus Christ our Saviour; That be- 
ing justified by his grace, we 
should be made heirs according to 
the hope of eternal life,” Titus 3:5- 
7. The theological meaning of RE- 
GENERATION is “spiritual re- 
birth” (The Winston Dictionary). 
JUSTIF Y—“Theol., to declare 
blameless of sin on the ground of 
Christ’s righteousness” (Diction- 
ary). 

It is unreasonable to suppose 
that Christ would have selected, in- 
structed and commissioned unre- 
generated men to preach the gos- 
pel, heal the sick, and cast out 
demons. 

We teach—“That justification, 
regeneration, and the new birth 
are wrought by faith in the blood 
of Jesus Christ” and “In sanctifi- 
cation subsequent to the new birth, 
and by the Holy Ghost.” 

Jesus said—“I pray for them.” 
For whom? For the born-again 
disciples (John 17:9). “I pray not 
that thou shouldest take them out 
of the world, but that thou should- 
est keep them from the evil. They 
are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world. Sanctify 
them through thy truth: thy word 
is truth,” John 17:15-17. Jesus said 
in his prayer: “That they may be 
one, as we are,” John 17:11. This 
shows that they needed sanctified 
oneness. And it is shown in Acts 
2:1 that about 120 disciples got this 
sanctified oneness before the first 
Pentecost, after the resurrection of 
Jesus. “They were all with one ac- 
cord in one place,” Acts 2:1. 

The 120 were not all of the con- 
verts of Jesus. You will remember 
that Jesus did not dwell with His 
disciples after His resurrection, as 
He did before His crucifixion. He 
appeared unto His Twelve Apos- 
tles twelve or fourteen different 
times between His resurrection and 
ascension. It is a provable fact that 
no unsaved person ever looked on 
the resurrected Christ. 


“And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures: And 
that he was seen of Cephas, then 
of the twelve: After that, he was 
seen of above five hundred breth- 
ren at once; of whom the greater 


part remain unto this present, but 
some are fallen asleep. After that, 
he was seen of James; then of all 
the apostles. And last of all he was 
seen of me also, as of one born out 
of due time,” 1 Corinthians 15:4-8. 


The evidence to my mind is clear, 
that only about 120 men and wom- 
en out of the great number of be- 
lievers were wholly sanctified, and 
qualified thereby to receive the 
mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
It stands to reason that if the 
above five hundred brethren had 
been wholly sanctified, they would 
have received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost at the same time the 
120 received it. 


The 120 were not only perfectly 
unified, but they also had great 
joy. “And he led them out as far 
as to Bethany, and he lifted up 
his hands, and blessed them. And 
it came to pass, while he blessed 
them, he was parted from them, 
and carried up into heaven. And 
they worshipped him, and returned 
to Jerusalem with great joy: And 
were continually in the temple, 
praising and blessing God. Amen,” 
Luke 24:50-53. Regeneration gives 
us joy; sanctification gives us great 
joy and the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost gives us full joy. 

We believe “In the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost subsequent to a 
clean heart,” just like the disciples 
got it. Peter said, “For the promise 
is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall 
call,” Acts 2:39. What promise is 
Peter speaking of? The same prom- 
ise that Jesus spoke of when he 
“commanded them that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem, 
but wait for the promise of the 
Father, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me,” Acts 1:4. For further 
proof that the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is promised to us, we read, 
“He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. 
(But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy Ghost 
was not yet given; because that 
Jesus was not yet glorified) ,” John 
7:38, 39. To whom is the Holy Spir- 
it baptism promised? “HE THAT 
BELIEVETH ON ME” (Jesus). 


“And when the day of Pente- 
cost was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place. And 
suddenly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. And there 
appeared unto them cloven tongues 
like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and be- 
gan to speak with other tuUngues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance. 
And there were dwelling at Jeru- 
salem Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under heaven. Now 
when this was noised abroad, the 
multitude came together, and were 
confounded, because that every 
man heard them speak in his own 
language,” Acts 2:1-6. 


Note, the hundred and twenty 
were assembled in the upper room. 
No foreigner was there present 
when the Holy Ghost filled all 
the house where they were sitting. 
The Holy Ghost came at 6 o’clock 
a.m.; and when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came to- 
gether at 9 o’clock am. When the 
hundred and twenty received the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost in the 
upper room, there was no inter- 
preter present. They all received 
the Holy Ghost and spake in 
tongues at the same time. “For he 
that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but 
unto God: for no man _ under- 
standeth him; howbeit in the spirit 
he speaketh mysteries,” 1 Corin- 
thians 14:2. There was a vast dif- 
ference in the manifestation of 
tongues which accompanied the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost in the 
upper room, and that of speaking 
to the foreigners, in the open air 
service. 

They did not have an interpreter 
while preaching to the multitude 
in the open air service. The Holy 
Ghost used at least 17 different 
Galilean tongues; speaking at least 
17 different languages, all at the 
same time. ; 


It has been said, “The only lan- 
guage spoken (on the day of Pen- 
tecost) were real languages in 
which these Parthians, Medes, 
Elamites, etc., talked every day in 
their lives.” May I ask, what did

“PENTECOST IN JERUSALEM"

EFORE THE thousands of 
#8 Pentecostal people sepa- 

rated who gathered in the 
great World Conference in Toronto 
in 1958, a strong desire was ex- 
pressed that if it were possible the 
next triennial Conference might be 
held in Jerusalem. 

The Advisory Committee charged 
with the responsibility of making 
all necessary arrangements were 
very conscious of the _ difficult 
questions this might involve. Ac- 
cordingly, the Chairman and Sec- 
retary of the Committee, Howard 
P. Courtney and Gayle F. Lewis 
respectively, made a special jour- 
ney tc Jerusalem to conduct ex- 
haustive inquiries on the spot. They 
reported to a full meeting at Rome 
of all such members of the Com- 
mittee as could attend on May 12 
and 13, 1959. As a result, after 
long careful and, above all, prayer- 
ful consideration, the brethren pre- 
sent unanimously felt that they 
could come to no other decision 
but to arrange for the Sixth Pente- 
costal World Conference to be held 
in Jerusalem, if the Lord will, over 
Whitsuntide (Pentecost), 1961. The 
dates to be from Thursday even- 
ing, May 18, over Pentecost Sunday, 
May 21. 

The actual days for the Con- 
ference itself will be fewer than on 
previous occasions. This will allow 
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— 1961 


“He hasted, if it were possible 
for him, to be at Jerusalem the 
day of Pentecost.” Acts 20:16. 


ample time both before and after 
for visiting the many sites of deep 
interest in the Holy Land, but it 
is hoped and expected that those 
who make the journey to Jeru- 
salem for the feast of Pentecost 
in 1961, if our Lord tarry, will 
spend the three full Conference 
days in unbroken fellowship to- 
gether with one accord in one 
place. There will be ministry of the 
word from carefully chosen speak- 
ers, but there also will be special 
opportunity for united waiting up- 
on God. 

We are under no illusion that 
merely sentimental associations 
with time or place guarantee a 
special blessing from God, but we 
do believe that there cannot but 
be a unique effect upon the hearts 
and minds of those who gather at 
such a time and in such a place 
as they reverently recall the first 
Outpouring of the Holy Spirit given 
there from the Lord of glory. Sure- 
ly it cannot have been for nothing 
that Paul hasted, in the midst of 
his apostolic labours, to be in 
Jerusalem for the day of Pente- 
cost if it were at all possible. We 
have an impressive precedent for 
our call to “Pentecost in Jerusalem 
in 1961.” 

The eyes of all sections of the 
Christian Church are being focused 
more and more upon this world- 





wide Pentecostal Revival of the 
twentieth century. There is an in- 
creasing realization in the church- 
es that they are not sufficiently 
stressing the place and power of 
the Holy Spirit, and an official 
message released by the World 
Council of Churches admits that 
‘it is possible that they (The 
Pentecostalists) have a_ central 
truth of the Christian religion at 
the heart of their success story.” 
We do believe just that. The impact 
of the mere fact that the Pente- 
costal people plan to gather for 
such a conference in Jerusalem at 
such a time cannot but make a 
deep impression. We should ap- 
preciate its significance. 

These words are penned amid 
surroundings filled with poignant 
early Christian history, and bless- 
ed today with renewed Pentecostal 
Revival. From this ancient city of 
Rome, leaders of the Pentecostal 
churches of the twentieth century 
send out an invitation for “Pente- 
cost in Jerusalem 1961.”

Child Evangelism or 


Juvenile Delinquency

EITHER THE WORLD nor 

its law enforcement agen- 

cies has the answer to to- 
day’s potentially greatest problem 
of our society called “juvenile de- 
linquency.” Recently in a _ state- 
wide meeting of juvenile workers, 
a prominent judge, who was the 
principal speaker, declared that he 
did not have the answer and 
quandered why he should even 
speak. Many of the prominent peo- 
ple at this meeting were frequent- 
ing the bar—yet they were to 
meet and decide the method of 
leading youth in the paths of 
righteousness! May God help us as 
Christians to rise up and tell the 
world that we would like to have 
Christ, His gospel, His kingdom and 
its teachings applied to this great 
problem. A few of the law enforce- 
ment officers, small and great, 
have declared that the Church 
holds the answer, if there is an 
answer in the world, to this menace 
that haunts our streets, schools 
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and homes, and that destroys 
many a youth in his prime. The 
wisdom of God’s Word is the folly 
of the world and the folly of hell 
has become the wisdom of the 
world. We too often permit this in 
full view of our children in our 
own homes! 

Ever since this problem became 
even significant, the chief of the 
FBI told the country that the Sun- 
day Schools of the churches of 
America held the only reasonable 
answer. Yet, the Church as a whole 
has busied herself with everything 
from social misjustice to supposed 
evangelism and completely ignored, 
except in a few rare cases, this 
plea to become a driving, domi- 
nating, educating and saving force 
in this fight against crime in the 
root stage. 

The greatest psychologists tell us 
that a human being is 80 to 90 per 
cent complete in mental and edu- 
cational growth by the time he 
reaches 7 years old. Most of our 
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teaching, preaching and training 
is for adults; yet, records show on- 
ly two out of one hundred will 
ever be converted after age 23. The 
church can help, tremendously, in 
several ways. It can lay emphasis 
on teaching, preaching and train- 
ing to the most receptive age 
group—the child! A part of this 
sickening picture of youthful crime 
is that few have ever been in Sun- 
day School or church! 


Even among most young people, 
very few know anything real about 
their religion; in fact, just 30 per 
cent can even manage a passing 
mark on a GRADE SCHOOL LEV- 
EL Bible test! One source says, “an 
overwhelming majority (91 per 
cent) of young adults, the kind 
most generally involved in crime, 
of all faiths said they would NOT 
think of turning to a clergyman 
for help in solving life’s problems!” 
The Gilbert Youth Research Com- 
pany continues, “yet for all groups 
and all faiths the most simple 
questions evoked the most shock- 
ing displays of ignorance. Only 
three out of ten knew that Paul 
was the apostle to the gentiles or 
that Thomas was known as the 
Doubter. Less than half knew that 
Moses led the Children of Israel 
out of Egypt; not one in ten could 
name Pontius Pilate as the official 
who turned Christ over to his cru- 
cifiers. 


The Church of God spends most 
of her time on the group of in- 
dividuals who could only give the 
least possible decisions to Christ! 
The Church must lead her mem- 
bers and followers to establish their

C. We must by all means be 
made new creatures in Christ if 
we are to carry out our part as 
God expects us to do.

If you don’t get 
anything else out of this message, 
I want you to let this scripture 
sink into your life, 2 Corinthians 
10:4, 5, “For the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down 
of strong holds: Casting down 
imaginations, and every high thing 
that exalteth itself against the 
knowledge of God, and bringing in- 
to captivity every THOUGHT to 


the obedience of Christ.” I don’t ¢ 


know what you get out of this 
scripture; but to me, it states very 
plainly that we are to be very care- 
ful how we think and what we 
think, and bring our every thought 
into obedience to Christ. A man 
sins because lust conceives, but we 
must learn to stop evil thoughts at 
the very outset and learn to fill 
our mind with high and holy things 
when lust is presented. Therefore, 
it will never take root in our mind 
and we will win a very easy vic- 
tory, because through Christ which 
strengthens, we defeat evil think- 
ing, thus preventing sin. A Chris- 
tian cannot be a loose thinker and 
remain a Christian very long. We 
must be sober thinkers, clear think- 
ers, and clean thinkers. We cannot 
allow our thinking to run at ran- 
dom without becoming the victims 
of evil thinking. We must place our 
thought life behind the bars of 
God’s holiness if we are to be the 
right type of thinkers. 


II. THE MIND AFFECTED FIRST 
We are affected first in our 
mind. 


A. Genesis 6:5, The antedilu- 
vians were destroyed because they 
thought evil. Also, Sodom and 
Gomorrah were destroyed because 
of evil thinking. Paul the apostle 
says, “We are not ignorant con- 
cerning the device of the devil.” 
(Few can say that today.) Many 
are the ways in which Satan is 
working but his main method is 
to corrupt the minds of our peo- 
ple, because evil thinking will pull 
down and destroy any person, 
country or nation. It will bring 
one’s life down to defeat and 
despair. 


B. Before this world and all 
its created creatures, the heavens, 
the stars, moon and the sun, and 
the entire solar system became a 
reality, it was a thought in the 
mind of the Almighty God. The 
great Air Force of our nation was 
once only an idea and so was all 
modern implements of our day. 
Thus, we are blessed with the fruit 
of constructive thinking. 


C. It is clearly set forth in 
the Scriptures that God knows our 
thoughts. Isaiah 66:18, Proverbs 
15:26, Amos 4:13, Matthew 9:4, 











Luke 5:22, 1 Corinthians 3:20, and 
Hebrews 4:12. I honestly believe 
that we will have to give an ac- 
count to God for our thought life. 
I want you to notice the illustra- 
tion given us by our Lord Himself. 
In Matthew 5:27, 28, it is said in 


these words, “that whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after 
her hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart.” If this 
doesn’t mean for us to guard and 
protect and keep our thoughts 
pure, I don’t know what it means. 
I am of the opinion that in every 
case where people lose out with 
God that one hundred per cent of 
the time there is a process of un- 
guarded thinking which goes on 
in their life. Unintentionally, they 
get to thinking too loosely, and it 
results in a spirit of indifference 
toward God and the Church; and 
little by little, they slowly drift 
away from the high and holy 
things of life. And in all probability, 
before they realize what has hap- 
pened, they find themselves with 
a corrupt mind and a lost soul, 
and it all began by merely think- 
ing. Our head is the office of our 
body, soul and spirit. We must keep 
straight books and bad stuff out 
of them if we are to please God 
and save ourselves. Just think of 
the businesses that have gone 
bankrupt because the wrong men 
were in the office. Just think of 
the nations today that lie in ruin 
because they had the wrong type 
of leadership. Neighbor, we must 
keep our office (head) clean and 
pure and everything else will fall 
in line if we can think like Chris- 
tians should. If you don’t want evil 
to materialize, pinch it in the bud 
(in the thought life). Your thought 
life is the door to your whole be- 
ing; if you don’t want your soul 
to be lost, and the original liar, 
the original sinner and murderer, 
the waster of character, the pol- 
luter of good, the devil himself to 
take your life, stop him at 
the door and don’t let him in. 
Be the boss of your soul. Push 
your mind under the healing 
stream of Calvary’s precious blood. 
It flows today for every wayward 
soul and you can master yourself, 
for Paul said, “I can do all things 





through Christ which strengthen- 
eth me.” 


II. GOD KNOWS OUR 
THOUGHTS 


A. Psalm 139:2 “Thou know- 
est my down sitting and mine up- 
rising, thou understandest my 
thought afar off.” David invited 
the Lord to search him and know 
his thoughts. Psalm 139:23, 24. It 
was not until he thought that he 
turned his feet to the testimonies 
of the Lord. Psalm 119:5-9 and 
1 Corinthians 13:11. Paul declared 
that when he was a child he 
thought as a child, but when he 
became a man, he put away child- 
ish things. There are too many 
grown-ups who think like children. 
We need to grow up in our thought 
life. 


B. Mark 17:20, 21, “Jesus said, 
That which cometh out of the man, 
that defileth the man. For from 
within, out of the heart of men, 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, and etc.” 
We know that the heart that 
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pumps the blood through our body 
cannot be the heart Jesus had in 
mind, for it neither thinks nor wills 
but is only a vital organ to the 
natural body. Just what.did He 
have in mind? He had in mind 
that deep-seated conciousness, that 
real life of man, given him by the 
Almighty. I want you to notice that 
evil thinking ranks first in these 
works of evil. We are told to resist 
the devil and he will flee from us. 
That means, we must take our 
stand against him first in our 
minds. We must think against him 
and his evil methods. We are to 
give no place for the devil—no, not 
even in our thinking. John 3:3. To 
effectively fight off evil and de- 
structive thinking we must be born 
again. Paul says, “Put on the hel- 
met of salvation.” This is to keep 
and protect the mind. We must 
have a salvation of the head. Our 
minds must be sanctified if we are 
to be victorious. Neighbor, you 
would but have to look around 
where you live to see with your 
eyes that this world of people are 
not thinking of God as they should;

neither are they pondering their 
need for Him. From childhood to 
old age, men are worldly-minded. 
We are told by the apostle Paul to 
set our affections on things above. 
Philippians 3:19. 


C. 1 Corinthians 13:5, “Charity 
doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, THINKETH NO EVIL.” 
There is power in positive thinking. 
We must learn to think in terms 
of victory and not defeat. We must 
have faith in ourselves and what 
we are doing in order to be vic- 
torious. Negative thinkers are de- 
feated before the actual battle. 
Some people are afraid the bridge 
they are on will fall through be- 
fore they can reach the other side 
and they are already sure the next 
one is out. We must by all means 
believe in our fellow man as long 
as it is possible. This is necessary 
to our faith in God. Positive think- 
ing fans cold faith into flame, and 
faith pleases God. Faith gives us 
joy and hope and makes life worth 
so much more to us and to those 
with whom we come in contact. 
The secret to happiness is control- 
ling our thoughts and leaving the 
results in His hands. 


IV. Conclusion: GOD’S PATTERN 
FOR THINKING 


A. Philippians 4:8 “Finally, 
brethren, whatsoever things are 
TRUE, whatsoever things are 
HONEST, whatsoever things are 
JUST, whatsoever things are 
PURE, whatsoever things are 
LOVELY, whatsoever things are of 
GOOD REPORT; if there be any 
virtue, and if there be any praise, 
THINK ON THESE THINGS.” This 
is God’s pattern for thinking, and 
God Almighty, the Creator of heav- 
en and earth, as far as I’m con- 
cerned, is the greatest authority 
on thinking, for He made the 
thinker. He molded and created 
man out of the dust of the earth 
and gave him the ability to think. 
He tells him how he should think. 
We have had some wonderful 
thinkers in history and we have 
some great thinkers today, but 
they are only the creation, not the 
Creator. One way to better the 
world is to improve our own life. 
If crime and juvenile delinquency 
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is to be checked or curbed, we must 
manage somehow to channel the 
thinking of our people. One way of 
doing this is to put before them 
Christian literature and promote 
the church activities in general. 


B. Hell is too awful and heav- 
en too wonderful for us to squander 
and waste our life here and lose 
our life in the next world. Malachi 
3:16, A book of remembrance was 
written before Him of those who 
feared the Lord and THOUGHT 
upon His name. Now in the light 
of what I have said and what God’s 
Word has said, I sincerely trust 
that you as a reader will make 
a@ personal application of this mes- 
sage to your life and benefit by 
it for time and eternity.

the Holy Ghost say through them, 
three hours before these Parthians, 
Medes and Elamites arrived? They 
certainly were not in the upper 
room when the hundred and 
twenty received the Holy Ghost 

and spake with tongues. 

It is thought by many people that 
the whole trend of the fourteenth 
chapter of 1 Corinthians is against 
speaking in tongues. But Paul was 
inspired by the Spirit to write this 
chapter. For what purpose? It is 
a strict church discipline. Paul, in 
giving these corrective measures, 
tells them how to regulate their 
regular worship services, how to be 
charitable and maintain order. He 
gives them a system of rules con- 
trolling their conduct in the reg- 
ular church services. In this dis- 
ciplinary message he tells them how 
to preach, pray, sing, testify and 
talk in tongues. Let me offer proof 
for this: verse 26, “How is it then, 
brethren? when ye come together, 
every one of you hath a psalm, 
hath a doctrine, hath a tongue, 
hath a revelation, hath an inter- 
pretation. Let all things be done 
unto edifying.” An unprejudiced, 
unbiased study of the 14th chapter 
of 1 Corinthians will show that 
Paul did not condemn speaking in 
tongues any more than any other 
gift of the Spirit. 





If Paul was denouncing the un- 
known tongue, as many teach he 
was, then why did he say, “I would 
that ye all spake with tongues,” 
verse 5. “For if I pray in an un- 
known tongue, my spirit prayeth,” 
verse 14. “I will pray with the spir- 
it,” verse 15. “I thank my God, I 
speak with tongues more than ye 
all,” verse 18. Then he refers them 
to what the prophet said. “In the 
law it is written, With men of oth- 
er tongues and other lips will I 
speak unto this people; and yet for 
all that will they not hear me, 
saith the Lord,” verse 21. Then he 
adds, “Wherefore tongues are for 
a sign, not to them that believe, 
but to them that believe not,” 
verse 22. In conclusion Paul said, 
“The things that I write unto you 
are the commandments of the 
Lord,” verse 37. Then comes a pow- 
erful command from the Lord, 
“Forbid not to speak with tongues,” 
verse 39. 


They quote Paul, “I had rather 
speak five words with my under- 
standing, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thou- 
sand words in an unknown 
tongue.” The above quotation is 
what our opponents harp on. They 
have taken this great truth and 
made a hobbyhorse of it. Please 
study with me, the eight verses to 
which this statement is connected. 
“I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: Yet in 
the church I had rather speak five 
words with my understanding, that 
by my voice I might teach others 
also, than ten thousand words in 
an unknown tongue. Brethren, be 
not children in understanding: 
howbeit in malice be ye children, 
but in understanding be men. In 
the law it is written, With men of 
other tongues and other lips will I 
speak unto this people; and yet for 
all that will they not hear me, 
saith the Lord. Wherefore tongues 
are for a sign, not to them that 
believe, but to them that believe 
not: but prophesying serveth not 
for them that believe not, but for 
them which believe. If therefore 
the whole church be come together 
into one place, and all speak with 
tongues, and there come in those 
that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not say that ye are mad? 

















But if all prophesy, and there come 
in one that believeth not, or one 
unlearned, he is convinced of all, 
he is judged of all: And thus are 
the secrets of his heart made man- 
ifest; and so falling down on his 
face he will worship God, and re- 
port that God is in you of a truth,” 
1 Corinthians 14:18-25. 

First, look at verse 18—“I thank 
my God, I speak with tongues 
more than ye all.” Paul spoke with 
tongues supernaturally, more than 
they all. 


In verse 19 we have the key to 
the whole situation. “That by my 
voice I might teach others also.” In 
this Paul was not condemning 
tongues, he was condemning those 
who were trying to teach others in 
an unknown language. In this same 
connection, Paul highly commends 
tongues: and recognizes the fact 
that speaking with tongues was the 
fulfillment of prophecy. Then he 
goes on to show its purpose in 
verse 22. Says he—“Tongues are for 
a sign, not to them that believe, 
but to them that believe not.” Now 
it is absurd to say that Paul con- 
demned a God-given sign to unbe- 
lievers. Yet, when it comes to 
teaching, he would rather speak 
five words easy to be understood 
than ten thousand words in an un- 
known tongue. In the above eight 
verses: Speaking with tongues and 
teaching are the main points. Paul 
plainly says, “Tongues are for a 
sign to unbelievers,” verse 22. But 
to stop there would leave the un- 
believer in confusion, verse 23. The 
unbeliever having had the sign, he 
needs instruction in words that he 
can understand. So the preacher 
is to explain to him, that this is 
that which was spoken of by the 
prophets—Joel and Isaiah; and Je- 
sus said—‘When he is come he will 
testify of me” having seen the sign 
and being enlightened in the word 
of God, the poor sinner will fall 
on his face and worship God 
(verse 25). 


“For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my 
understanding is unfruitful. What 
is it then? I will pray with the 
spirit, and I will pray with the 
understanding also: I will sing with 
the spirit, and I will sing with the 
understanding also,” 1 Corinthians 


14:14, 15. It is shown in the con- 
nection that Paul spake in tongues 
—BOTH KNOWN AND UNKNOWN. 
Paul did not condemn himself!

Him; so that we can receive ‘power 
from on high’ to give all our mon- 
ey, our time, our training, our fu- 
ture to Him—and to nobody 

else.” 

Perhaps the Pentecostalists have 
understood this sometimes better 
than some others? It is possible 
they have a central truth of the 
Christian religion at the heart of 
one side of their success story? In 
any case Pentecost 1959 is a time 
for Christians to become once more 
the revolutionary members of a 
subversive society. Jesus Christ 
came to turn those who are “con- 
formed to this world” into people 
much more dangerous than com- 
munists. When whole congrega- 
tions as conformist as Peter or as 
self-righteous as Paul become as 
revolutionary as they were, estab- 
lished customs are in for a shock 
and men will learn again that the 
Holy Spirit is not just light, but a 
fire that is hard to put out.

homes around the Bible and Bible 
living and around the honest and 
sincere evangelistic efforts of a 
godly church. Our children and 
youth must see, from example, 
that they must not seek a new or 
different life—one of lawlessness! 
If the home can show that Bible 
living is the joyous, happy, con- 
tented life that it is, then our 
youth will learn that adventure 
and thrill go with righteousness, 
not against it. The Church must 
raise up her voice and show to 
her constituency and to the world 
that there is no substitute for the 
home—not even the Church! much 
less atheistic, carnal school sys- 
tems, who along with Russia for- 


bids the Holy Scriptures to be 
read or studied in her halls. The 
child then is our hope; the child 
needs the guidance of home, with 
godly parents—godly enough to en- 
vision their job of giving to the 
child in those precious years of 80 
to 90 per cent of their growth, a 
godly fear and holy respect so im- 
pregnated in their lives that the 
respect of home becomes the re- 
spect of school and the house of 
the Lord until it becomes the driv- 
ing force that shapes a law-abid- 
ing citizen! 

A child can be taught not only 
in the home, but can be taught in 
an evangelistic church to believe 
Bible truths—truths that will shape 
and hold that life to the end in 
righteousness and godliness. So 
then, child evangelism is almost 
our only hope; then year by year 
our nation will see a decrease in 
youth crime. It is true that many 
churches in our land don’t have 
much to teach other than a world- 
ly philosophy, yet the Church of 
God with its potential power and 
teachings can do‘a great deal in 
this fight. If the right vision, bur- 
den and methods are used, any 
church can increase and fill the 
house of the Lord with these little 
ones who are singularly worth 
more than all the wealth of the 
world. If the workers of the church 
will arise and work, the harvest 
will be bountiful. If the Church in 
America continues to ignore the de- 
linquence problem, then our plight 
will be worse year after year until 
the moral fiber of our nation will 
only be an English word. 

The local Church of God can 
have weekday classes or neighbor- 
hood classes or effective branch 
Sunday Schools. Classes that will 
break all barriers and bring Christ 
to every child and through the 
child, into every home. So, perhaps 
it is up to us more than anyone 
else—or else! May God help me 
and my church in Chandler to en- 
vision the great work that can be 
done on the local level.
